Technology Seminars 


Product Development Clinics: These are scheduled in 
various communities throughout the Province. Local indus- 
trialists are provided with an opportunity to take part in 
group sessions and private interviews with selected con- 
sultants to cover such subjects as product design and 
diversification, new materials, industrial engineering, 
production methods and marketing.
